Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 


I present  herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1959. 

Housing  needs  in  Arnold  are  still  unsatisfied.  331  houses  still 
remain  on  the  slum  clearance  list  of  the  462  which  we  undertook  to 
clear  away  by  mid-1960. 


The  problem  of  staffing  grows  even  more  acute.  It  is  no  longer 
possible  to  maintain  a hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  owing  to  the 
great  increase  of  slaughtering  which  has  followed  the  extension  of 
Hackett's  Abattoir.  Furthermore,  as  at  least  half  of  the  Inspectors' 
time  is  taken  by  this  work,  all  other  services  given  by  them  have  to 
suffer. 

In  my  opinion  the  following  primary  schools  should  be  rebuilt  : 
Daybrook  School 
High  Street  Infants'  School 
Calverton  Road  Infants’  School 
Front  Street  Boys’  School 


Plans  have  been  drawn  up  to  replace  Daybrook  School  in  1960 
by  a new  school  at  Byron  Street.

Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother.

To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this,  my  34th  Annual  Report  on 
the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  your  Urban  District  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1959. 

Good  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  Slum  Clearance 
re-housing,  made  possible  to  a large  extent  by  the  erection  of  the 
44  one  and  two  bedroom  Cornish  Unit  Flats  on  the  Smithy  Crescent 
Estate.  These  flats  are  a credit  to  the  Council  and  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  Tenants,  mainly  elderly  persons. 

The  provision  of  this  type  of  accommodation  is  beneficial  in 
that  it  permits  the  interchange  or  transfer  of  tenants  from  3 bedroomed 
houses  and  so  utilizes  accommodation  to  the  best  advantage. 

House  refuse  disposal  sites  have  been  a source  of  anxiety  with 
the  closing  down  of  the  Calverton  Road  Tip  in  February. 

I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  the

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply 

The  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Nottingham  is  the  Water  Authority 
for  this  Urban  District. 

A constant  supply  of  drinking  water  has  been  available  through- 
out the  district  during  the  year. 

No  samples  of  drinking  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  examination. 


Swimming  Baths 

The  Public  Baths  have  again  been  well  conducted  during  the  year 
under  the  able  supervision  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Baker,  Baths  Superintendent. 
No  complaints  were  received  by  the  Health  Department  as  to 
unsatisfactory  hygiene  conditions. 

For  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1960  the  income 
from  all  sources  was  £2,824  (£1,770)  with  an  expenditure  of  £5,684 
(£4,498)  leaving  a balance  of  £2,860  charged  to  the  Rate  Fund, 
equivalent  to  a 2.3d.  Rate. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Foul  sewerage  from  the  whole  of  the  built  up  area  of  the  Urban 
District  is  dealt  with  by  the  Nottingham  Corporation  at  their  disposal 
works  Stoke  Bardolph  at  a cost  to  this  District  of  £13,400  for  the  year 
ending  31st  March,  1960. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  and  repairs  of  sewers  within  the  Urban 
District  for  the  same  period  was  £11,627  including  £10,258  Loan 
Charges  ; this  figure  also  includes  the  Loan  Charges  on  the  major 
storm  water  scheme  now  in  progress. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

There  are  no  Rivers  or  Canals  within  the  District. 

The  five  tributary  streams  draining  the  areas  : — 

1.  Gedling  Road  confluence  via  Arno  Vale  Road  and  Thackerays 
Lane. 

2.  Coppice  Road  confluence  via  Bentwell  Avenue  and  Brookfield 
Road. 

3.  Kingswell  confluence  via  Nottingham  Road  Recreation  Ground. 

4.  Calverton  Road  confluence  via  Front  Street  and  Nottingham 
Road. 
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5.  Redhill  confluence  via  Mansfield  Road  to  Jubilee  Road. 

All  converge  into  the  Daybrook  which  in  turn  discharges  into 
the  River  Leen  at  Bobbers  Mill  in  the  City  of  Nottingham,  via  the 
Valley  Road  Playing  Fields. 

Closet  Accommodation 

The  position  throughout  the  district  generally  is  in  my  opinion 
entirely  satisfactory  in  that  a water  carriage  system  operates  to  the 
extent  of  100  per  cent. 

No  more  than  11  Pail  Closets  remain  in  outlying  parts  of  the 

district. 

Cesspools 

There  are  approximately  107  cesspools  in  the  outlying  parts  of 
the  Urban  District,  on  the  East,  Northeast  and  Northern  boundaries, 
where  public  sewers  are  not  available.  These  are  emptied  by  the 
Council  on  request  twice  a year  (Spring  and  Autumn)  at  a charge  of 
30s.  Od.  per  800  gallons.  An  income  of  £115  was  received  during  the 
year  for  emptying  cesspools,  expenditure  £107. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  nuisances 
from  smoke.  26  observations  were  made  by  the  Department.  An 
air  pollution  measurement  apparatus,  combining  smoke  filter  and 
volumetric  sulphur  dioxide,  was  installed  at  the  Public  Library, 
being  a central  site,  at  the  end  o'f  August.  A full  report  on  the 
recordings  of  this  apparatus  will  be  included  in  the  1960  report. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  was  well  maintained  during  1959, 
the  collection  period  showed  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year. 

A second  Dennis  18/24  cub.  yd.  Paxit  vehicle  was  ordered  in 
December,  1959.  The  change  over  from  10  cub.  yd.  side  loading 
vehicles  has  been  found  necessary  owing  to  the  bulky  nature  of  present 
day  refuse.  The  rear  loading  vehicles  have  been  found  beneficial 
both  to  the  work  and  the  men. 

A total  of  1.016  man-days  were  lost  during  the  year,  from  Bank 
and  Annual  Holidays  476,  Sickness  and  Injury  442,  Absent  98. 

Trade  Refuse  charges  were  adopted  and  came  into  operation  on 

the  2nd  February  1959. 

One  free  bin  and  6d.  for  each  additional  bin  per  week,  10/-  per 
load  for  special  removal  of  trade  refuse  7/6d.  per  load  for  tipping 
industrial  and  builders  refuse.  These  charges  produced  £231  in  the 
year  ending  31st  March,  1960  as  compared  with  £15  in  the  previous 

year. 
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Refuse  Disposal 

The  Calverton  Road  Tip  was  discontinued  on  the  21st  February 
1959  after  being  in  use  for  nearly  40  years  with  a break  of  4 years  at 
the  Jubilee  Road  Tip.  This  1\  acre  site  should  now  be  levelled  and 
reclaimed  as  a playing  field  or  returned  to  agricultural  use. 

A small  temporary  site  was  rented  in  the  Dorkett  Head  brickyard 
adjoining  Lime  Lane  and  tipping  commenced  on  this  site  on  the 
21st  February,  1959. 

A special  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  during  the  year  to 
consider  sites  for  refuse  disposal. 

The  disused  Watnall  Railway  cutting  was  surveyed  and  negotia- 
tions commenced  for  renting  this  site  which  it  was  estimated  would 
give  five  years  tipping.  The  same  Sub-Committee  were  instructed  to 
consider  the  provision  of  an  additional  large  capacity  refuse  collection 
vehicle  to  offset  the  extra  mileage  involved  in  the  new  site,  also  the 
provision  of  a mechanical  earth  moving  tractor.

Sewer  Treatment 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  recommended  procedure  the 
whole  of  the  district  was  test  baited  with  the  exception  of  the  areas 
infested  at  the  end  of  the  last  treatment.  This  treatment  covered 
65  roads,  and  only  one  manhole  showed  sign  of  rat  infestation. 
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The  road  on  which  this  manhole  is  situated  together  with  30  roads 
remaining  infested  from  the  November  (1958)  treatment  were  baited, 
making  a total  of  127  manholes  and  of  these  12  were  found  to  be 
infested. 

This  is  a very  satisfactory  result  proving  that  for  sewer  infesta- 
tion to  be  kept  under  control,  treatment  etc.  must  be  carried  out 
every  six  months. 

It  can  safely  be  stated  that  surface  infestations  in  a built  up 
area  fluctuate  according  to  the  success  and  frequency  of  sewer 
treatments.

The  following  application  was  refused  on  the  grounds  that  the 
premises,  after  completion  of  proposed  works  would  not  comply  with 
the  prescribed  standards. 

IG9/59  Erection  of  new  larder,  bathroom  and  W.C.  and  all 
incidental  works. 

Cost  £491-0-0.  Disapproved. 

Twenty  Applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  received,  3 were 
disapproved  on  the  grounds  that  the  work  had  already  been  completed. 
1 was  disapproved  in  that  the  house  did  not  qualify  for  grant. 

Of  13  completed,  the  cost  of  works  amounted  to  £1,796-12-9.  on 
which  £898-6-4  grants  were  paid. 

The  Standard  Grant  scheme  is  worthy  of  attention  on  the  part 
of  owners  of  tenanted  property  devoid  of  bathroom  and  running  hot 
water  facilities.  Only  by  the  adoption  of  such  a scheme  can  the  wide 
variation  in  housing  standards  between  pre  1914  houses  and  post  1922 
houses  be  eliminated. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  for  Health  Authorities  to  control  and 
stamp  out  Dysentery,  Food  Poisoning  and  allied  diseases  when  the 
facilities  in  the  home  for  carrying  out  essential  elementary  hygiene 
are  not  available. 


Waiting  List  for  Council  Houses 

The  Waiting  Lists  showed  a further  decrease  of  40  at  the  end  of 
1959,  giving  a total  of  530  as  against  570  at  the  end  of  1958.  The 
waiting  period  at  the  end  of  December  1959  was  approximately 
5 years  9 months. 

This  gradual  decrease  has  been  steadily  maintained  over  the  8 
years  since  the  peak  year  in  1951  with  a total  of  964  cases  on  the 
waiting  list. 

Of  the  total  of  530  it  should  be  noted  206  are  applications  from 
Single  Persons  and  103  from  Householders,  leaving  221  families 
living  in  rooms  or  with  in-laws. 

Of  the  137  New  Houses,  Flats  and  Re-lets  during  1959,  74  (54%) 
were  allocated  to  Slum  Clearance  re-housing.

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Seventy-four  families  were  re-housed  during  the  year  including 
19  from  Clearance  Areas  Nos.  1,  2 and  3,  and  55  families  from  the 
Second  year  programme  of  72  houses  were  re-housed,  leaving  17 
families  to  be  re-housed  early  in  1960.

Slaughterhouses 

There  are  4 private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Extensive 
alterations  and  extensions  have  been  carried  out  at  1 slaughterhouse 
which  may  now  be  described  as  a private  abattoir  of  a firm  of  Wholesale 
Meat  Traders.
